As a gura-al rule unscientific opinions 


m a scientific subject aro of but little 
value to tho ; tudeiit and the investiga- 
or. Yet to be permitted to ask such 
juestious appears to relieve one to a cer- 
aiii extent, even though the answer be 
'ar from patisfactory. 


Th'To is a variety of opinions among 


,ho authorities concerning the subject of 
;ho hair "standing on end" in time of 
xtremc fright, some of which are tena- 
ble and altogether probable, others ridic- 
ulous in the extreme. Tho notion, if no- 
tion it be, that the ha.r occasionally 
raises and lifts tho hat is of extreme an- 
tiquity. In the oldest book in the Bible 
Job iv, 14-15) I find the following: 
:'Fear came upon me and trembling, 
which made all my bones to shake. Then 
a spirit passed before my face. The hair 
of my flesh stood up. !' 


Do you remember what Virgil says 


about his hero in the celebrated vox f an- 
ibus hoeset passage? I read from Con- 
mgtoiTs translation: 


While thus in agony I pr_ >ed 
From houfee to house tho endless quest, 
The pali', f-ad specter of my wife 
Confronts me larger than in life. 
I fctood uppalled, my hair erect, 
And fear my tongue tied utterances 


checked. 


Macbeth relates his experience as fol- 


lows: 


Why do 1 \ icld to that suggestion 
Whoso horrid image doth unfix my hair? 
And again in Hamlet wo read: 


[ could a tale unfold whose lightest words 
Would harrow up thy soul, freeze thy young 


blood, 
Make thy two eyes, like stars, start from their 


spheres 


Thy knotted and combined locks to part 
And each particular hair to stand on end, 
Like quills upon the fretful porcupine. 


Similar instances of "hair raising" 


being mentioned in literature could be 
multiplied, but the above are sufficient, 
even without scientific corroboration, to 
prove that the phenomenon is not a freak 
of the imagination. 


One of the authorities before me gives 


this opinion: "Plainly stated, the hair 
raising notion is without a substantial 
basis. In short, the sensation is only an 
imaginary one."

den contraction of the follicles. "

TOE OREGON ELECTION. 


An election will be held in Oregon 


Jane 4th, for State and county officers, 
two Congressmen and members of the 
Legislature. There are three tickets in 
the field, the Republican, Democratic 
and Populist. In 1892 there were "18,- 
491 votes polled in the State. Of these 
Harrison received 35,U02; Cleveland, 
14.24& and Weaver 29,966. One Weaver 
elector, who was indorsed by the Dem- 
ocrats, was elected, and the Bepabli- 
cans elected the other three by a plu- 
rality of 8,037. This year the Republi- 
cans and Democrats have fused in some 
of tue mcMt populous counties in the 
State, bat there has been no fusion, so 
far, on the State ticket. 


TbeJLogislature to be chosen on the 


first Monday in June will elect a United 
States Senator to succeed Joseph N. 
Dolph, whose term will expire on March 
3,18'J5. Mr. Dolph has heretofore been 
supported by every railroad and navi- 
gation company in Oregon, and, doubt- 
less, they will render him all the assist- 
ance iu their pov,-"r 'it the ensuing elec 
tion. He is one oi t' • most pronounced 
anti-silver men in the Senate from the 
States west of the Mif^i'-sippi, and his 
rj-election, though it may be secured 
through corporation influence, will be 
regarded East as evideuce that all the 
Pacific States are not in favor of free 
coinage. 


The success of the Populist ticket in 


Oregon is not probable in consequence 
of the opposition of the corporations, 
which are numerous and powerful in 
the State. It is stated, however, that 
the people, especially in the agricultu- 
ral counties, have abandoned the old 
parties, and that the defections in the 
rural districts will offset corporation 
influence in the railroad and river 
towns. 


It is probable that Senators Stewart 


and Allen and Congressman Pence of 
Colorado will make several speeches in 
thfe State before election.

JJKW Jt»ART¥ VINDICATE!). 


When the Republican party was or- 


ganized the Whigs and Democrats rid- 
iculed the movement, as the Republi- 
cans and Democrats do the Third 
party to-day. 
Every advocate of the 


new party was denounced as an agita- 
tor or fanatic, as the men who uphold 
free coinage principles are to-day. In 
defending the new party movement 
Charles Sum tier used the following 
lauguage which is as applicable to-day 
as it was forty years ago: 


" We are led to this course by con- 


viction of its necessity in the mainte- 
nance of our great cause. It is our duty 
so to cast our votes on all occasions as 
to promote the principles we have at 
heart. And it would be wrong to dis- 
regard the experience of political his- 
tory, both at home and abroad, which 
teaches that it is through the constant, 
well directed organization of party 
that these are best maintained. The 
influence alreay exerted over both the 
old parties and over the general senti- 
ment of the country affords additional 
encouragement. Assuming, then, what 
few will be so hardy as to deny, that 
it is proper for people to combine in 
parties for the promotion of cherished 
convictions, it follows, as an irresist- 
ible consequence, that this combina- 
tion should be made most effective for 
the purpose in view. What is worth 
doing is worth well doing. If men 
unite in constructing the powerful and 
complex machine of a political organi- 
zation, it must be rendered complete 
and thoroughly competent 
for its 


work." 


HAWAIIAN AFFAIRS. 


An election for delegates to a Con- 


stitutional Convention was held in the 
Hawaiian Islands on May 2. The reg- 
istration of voters for the election 
closed on April 21st. In Honolulu 
1,507 voters registered, and the total 
number registered in the islands was 
estimated at 8,000. 
The registered 


voters in Honolulu are classed as fol- 
lows: Native and 
half-ca.te, 
185; 


Hawaiian born, of foreign parentage, 
101; American, 390; 
English, 195; 


German, 120; Portuguese, 
418; all 


others, 98, making a total of 1,507. 


As all who registered were required 


to take the oath of allegiance to the 
Provisional Government, the natives 
•were afraid to register as they had 
been advised that the Queen would be 
restored and she would wreak venge- 
ance on all who swore allegiance to the 
present government. A large number 
of Americans did not register fearing 
that by doing so they would lose their 
American citizenship. 


The very few natives who registered 


indicates that the Provisional Govern- 
ment must rely upon foreigners for 
support or else convince the natives 
that monarchy is a thing of the past, 
never to be revived, in the Hawaiian 
Islands. 


THE proposition of the woolen man- 


ufacturers of the United States to let 
the schedule on woolen goods remain 
as it now is until January 1,1895, and 
t';rn reduce the tariff ten oer cent., 
to be followed by an annual reduction 
of ten per cent, until absolutely free 
cond'tions are obtained, ought to be 
acceptable to Congress. It will give 
all engaged in the business opportunity 
to get out of it without serious loss if 
they cannot compete with foreign man- 
ufacturers. 


TERRIFIC TORNADOES. 


Great £>ana*ge by Storm*. 


CHICAGO, May 7.—Dispatches from 


various parts of the country report 
great destruction by cyclones. 
At 


Fairbnry, Illinois, great trees and 
weak structures were leveled to the 
ground. Signs in the business part of 
town were torn loose and burled 
through the glass windows. The roof 
of Capman's agricultural warehouse 
was blown off and some stock injured. 
Great damage was done in the vicinity 
of Aurora. 


Maine Station, near Albie, Iowa, was 


visited by a cyclone and heavy hail, 
which caused much damage. 
One 


woman was so badly injured that she 
died this afternoon. 
Over a dozen 


houses were blown down, and much 
damage done to fruits and small grain. 


In the vicinity of Cero Gordo, Illi- 


nois, the wind assumed the propor- 
tions of a small cyclone, tearing roofs 
from houses and extensively damaging 
others. At Sheffield the rains caused 
the roofs of the entrances of many 
mines to cave in, closing the mines and 
stopping work temporarily.

The boys occupy about forty tents, one 
of which, being the guard house, is 
usually occupied by its full quota of 
law breakers. A sentry paces grimly 
up and down in front of it night and 
day and renders escape impossible. 


About 2 o'clock yesterday morning 


six high privates were discovered in 
dishabille costume outside the picket 
lines. 
A corporal's guard was im- 


mediately detailed to arrest and bring 
them in, which was accomplished with- 
out bloodshed, although several volleys_ 
of musketry were discharged at them 
They were at once taken to the guard 
house and locked up to repent at 
leisure their rash step.

They prefer to remain in their palaces 
and clip interest coupons; hence they 
have called an international conference 
to so arrange the finances of the world 
that the people can pay the interest on 
the national debts. 
These interna- 


tional bondholders regard their bonds 
as being too sacred to be trifled with 
and the interest must 'be promptly 
paid. 
These 
thrifty 
international 


bondholders now hold nearly $30,000,- 
000,000 of national bonds. They have 
so arranged matters that these obli- 
gations are payable in gold. As there 
is less than one-seventh of tbat amount 
of gold in the world, it can be readily 
seen under what great obligations the 
people are to these patriots. 


These unselfish international bond- 


holders will go into history as the most 
self-sacrificing, public-spirited bene- 
factors of the nineteenth century. They 
are even willing to furnish props to en- 
able the people to deliver this debt, 
with interest, to the next generation. It 
seems too bad to think that the Popu- 
lists should oppose the wishes of the 
bondholders. 
If the people should 


adopt the financial policy advocated by 
the Populists, they would not only be 
able to pay the interest on their obli- 
gations, but they would eventually be 
able to extinguish the debt itself. This, 
of course, would be very unsatisfactory 
to the bondholding aristocracy. When 
the bondholders superseded the slave- 
holders they expected their calling to 
be permanent, and felt that future gen- 
erations would continue to be mort-

Illu*tration» of Both the Dead and the Liv- 


ing Pant—Premonitions In Abundance ot 
Spate thin ft Strange to Cocae—In the Val- 
ley of Desolation. 
Nowhere on the known globe is there 


another region of the same extent repre- 
lenting the weird and grewsome as well 
us the sublime and grand in nature as 
in a long and wide strip lying a consid- 
erable distance inland from the western 
coast of the United States. Here can be 
found an abundance of illustrations of 
both the dead and living past—that 
strange past of physical violence preced- 
ing the ago of man, and that solemn 
past when the forces had gone to rest 
and tho imprint of chaos lay everywhere. 
There r,.o premonitions in abundance of 
someti iug strange to come in the coun- 
ties oi' Snohoinish, Okanogan, Douglas 
and Yakima in Washington, but this is 
not fully emphasized until the Oregon 
counties of Morrow, Gilliam, Grant and 
Lake have been considered, and the mar- 
velous receives a wonderful accession in 
the long line of eastern California coun- 
ties, southern Nevada, a considerate 
region in Utah west of Great Salt lake, 
southern New Mexico "and a region of 
no small dimensions in northern Texas. 
Here, to the mental and the ocular sight, 
are unsolved problems in geology, para- 
doxes in physical formation and number- 
less instances of what may be termed in- 
versions of established geographical or- 
der. 


In Oregon we are confronted with the 


still and silent Sagebrush desert, hem- 
med in by a wildly picturesque yet as 
dreary and inhospitable a region as can 
!A- i\,nud anywhere. In the midst of this 
desert, as if to reflect the surrounding 
awfulness, is Fossil lake, and all the 
surrounding region is one vast and wide 
cemetery of tho fauna of a precataclysmal 
world. Here are massed together more 
fossil specimens of a greater variety of 
early animal life than can be found any- 
where on the earth, excepting the im- 
mense fossil islands northward of Si- 
beria—horses of rare form, different spe- 
cies of camels, llamas, mammoths, sloths 
of huge proportions, wonderful birds, and 
the evidence that primitive man at some 
time was there is indicated by the pres- 
ence of arrowheads chipped from vol- 
canic glass. But what long ages have 
been entombed since these tropical ani- 
mals in their untamed strength trod the 
soil of Oregon and what mighty changes 
have swept over the earth since then! 
How came they there in such amazing 
numbers, and what were the causes of 
such universal and evidently such si- 
multaneous death? No conditions on 
the earth as we know them now could 
bring this about Yet here nature chose 
to locate one of her remarkable mortua- 
ry establishments and to enshroud it 
with tho gloom of unrelieved desola- 
tion. Commencing in this region and 
extending down into California, the 
mountains are freakish. They are not 
constructed 011 tho chain or continuous 
system. The earth did not wrinkle hoi 
crust, but sho erupted into huge boils; 
the peaks stand isolated, sometimes in- 
terrupting an otherwise comparatively 
even plain. 


And now the valleys, rivers and con- 


siderable lakes take on a habit of be- 
coming lost. The streams, after consid- 
erable underground meandering, find 
themselves again on the surface, and 
after a succession of reappearances and 
disappearances either stay found or are 
lost entirely. 


Chasms, with almost a mile of depth 


and faced with perpendicular walls of 
solid rock, now begin to appal both 
sight and sense, and in Mariposa coun- 
ty the tremendous canyon of 
the 


Yosemite exceeds anything of 
the 


kind on the earth. 
Before this hot 


springs have become common, lakes of 
soda water abound, and San Bernardino 
has valleys where the soil is hot and 
boiling geysers obtrude. Lava fields, 
covering immense tracts, have exhibited 
vitrified scoriae from northern Oregon 
down, and Nye county, Nev., has lava 
beds in profusion. In Inyo county, and 
taking in a portion of San Bernardino, 
Death valley, grim, hot and repellent, 
presents itself, it r>ncl the surrounding 
region constituting, not in the mind 
only, but i-i reality, a region bordering 
more on tue human conception of the 
infernal than, can be furnished by any 
other locality on the globe. 


In this valley of desolation the sum- 


mer temperature reaches 140 degrees, 
•rivaling that of the Sahara. It is some 
h\indreds of feet below sea level, en- 
tirely destitute of water, although the 
Amagosa river discharges into one end 
of it, and in the interior has an atmos- 
phere as of burning sulphur that neither 
human nor animal lungs can long in- 
hale without great risk to life. Embrac- 
ing hundreds of square miles, it affords 
not a sign of either animal or vegetable 
life in its interior, while its furnacelike 
heat renders it one of the hottest spots 
on the globe. In the same system is So- 
da lake, in to which the troubled Mohave 
river finally enters, discharging its 
brackish waters as into a sieve. The 
country abounds with sinks, streams 
suddenly plunge 
into subterranean 


depths farther south to furnish hot wa- 
ter, hot mud and sulphur volcanoes, 
dotted in miniature over an immense 
area, hissing and spitting and loading 
the air with most disagreeable fumes. 
The Utah section duplicates many of 
the remarkable features common to the 
other localities mentioned and affords 
indisputable evidence of having been in- 
volved in the throes of the mighty dis- 
turbance that once prevailed throughout 
this singular region, and which must 
have been still potent long after the 
other surface that is now embraced in 
the United States was quiescent. 


Whatever the nature of the violence 


may have been, Great Salt lake lower- 
ed its level 940 feet, and a vast region 
partook of great and sudden topograph- 
ical changes.—Pittsbnrg Dispatch.

The Brilliant Ide» of an Australian to Make 


Heavy Editorials Go Down. 


An Australian confectioner has had a 


brilliant idea which may revolutionize 
journalism and render coupons obsolete 
as a means of increasing sales. It has 
occurred to this confectioner to make an 
edible newspaper. He has accordingly 
got out a sample number of a journal, 
which is printed upon a thin paste of 
dough instead of upon paper and with 
liquid chocolate instead of ink.

is made of a very palatable paste in- 
deed, and when the purchaser has road 
the, news ho can eat up his newspaper. 
In this way the publisher of the paper 
may reasonably hope that if he mixes his 
dough with skill and honesty and cooks 
it to a turn his paper will be liked, 
because if its news and editorials are not 
relished its substance may be. 


On the other hand, if he neglected his 


paste and made it too "short" or too 
tough or neglected to put in salt enough 
to make his paper relish, the literary 
matter might redeem the carelessness o: 
tho cookery with certain classes of the 
population. 
People, however, woulc 


probably soon come to demand that botl 
the literature and the cookery of the 
newspaper should be exactly to their 
taste, and u new cause for complaint on 
the part of readers of newspapers woulc 
se introduced. —Boston Transcript.

H istori >j Kntatcs on tho Market and Agrri- 


crltural Lands That Do Not Fay. 


Tho failure of a firm of Worcester 


shire lawyers, with $1,500,000 liabili- 
ties, due to investments in landed estates, 
serves as a reminder that the severe 
agricultural depression continues, and 
that real estate is a drug in the British 
market. Any plebeian with well lined 
pockets can at the present moment have 
his pick of a. score or more of fine his- 
toric estates and baronial halls, includ- 
ing Imber Court, designed by Inigo Jones 
and once tho rebideiioe of Lord Onslow, 
the famous speaker cl the house of com- 
mons, and Merstone, one of the oldest 
manor houses in this kingdom. The sup- 
ply, in f aqfc, very largely exceeds the de- 
mand, and prices are distressingly cheap. 


Quito a number of big landowners are
